NO FRANCHISE 



Has Cumberland Company in 
Springfield, Tenn. 



From a special from Springfield. | 
Tenn., it is learned that Springfield 
is experiencing the same trouble that 
Paducah is having with the Cumber- 
land Telephone company. The coun- 
cil at Springfield has held that the 
Cumberland company has no fran- 
chise there and is operating against 
the rights of the city. 

The Home Telephone company of 
Springfield, Tenn,, which is owned 
by E. L. Barber & Company, 
of the Paducah Home telephone 
company has just won a victory over 
the Cumberland company. The 
Springfield special says: 

Decisive victory for the Home 
Telephone company in its struggle 
with the Cumberland Telephone 
company was a result of a vote of 
the city council tonight, when that 
body decided unanimously not to in- 
terfere with the franchise granted 
to the Home company about one 
year ago to do business infSpring- 
field. 

For sometime petitions have been 
circulated asking the city council to 
declare the franchise of the Home 
company forfeited becauselof failure 
to take advantage of the rights 
granted within a reasonable time. 
The p. litions also declared two com- 
panies unnecessary, and that another 
syst em would cause many inconven- 
iences and expenses to the patrons of 
the telephone. Such petitions were 
:irculated, it is alleged, in behalf of 
he Cumberland company. 

The city ""council, by its action, 
held that a reasonable time in which 
to begin building had not expired, 
and the Home company may pro- 
ceed to comply with the terms with 
the support of the town authorities. 
The company now has its poles here, 
preparatory to erecting lines, and 
will begin work at once. E. L. 
Barber and A. L. Tetu, the men at 
the head of the Nashville Home Tel- 
ephone company, are behind the 
lompany and the opening of an office 
vill give Springfield independent 
telephone communication with a 
number of other places, where allied 
independent companies have lines. 

The claim is made that the Cum- 
berland Telephone company has 
never been granted a franchise in 
Springfield, and has no right to run 
its lines over the streets,— News- 
Democrat.

Egg Preserver Recipe 

Eggs may be preserved so as to 
keep from August until warm weath- 
er of the next spring, and be so fresh 

that they cannot be told from newly 
laid onea b>following this receipe: 

Buy of your grocer or druggist a 
few pounds of paraffine which melt 
in a kettle over the Btove slowly until 
it is all perfectly melted, but do not 
have it hotter than necessary t<> keep 
it thin like water. Put the ejrgs into 
a wire spoon, a few at a time so that 
they do not touch each other. Dip 
them quickly but thoroughly into the 
I melted parafline. letting them get 
I thoroughly wet in it, but not hot 
enough to ci >< >k them any. Raise the 
Wire spoon or basket over the kettle 
and let all drain off that will run 
from them Set them on a table or 
board for the paraffin to harden, 
which it will do in fifteen minutes, 
■Baling all the pores of the eggs per- 
fectly airtight, so that they.will keep 
for month, in a cool dry place. They 
keep best packed in salt or put in egg 
Cases on a dry cellar shelf. If they 
do not kt t p it is because the paraffin 
did not cover them well so practice 
to leave iv> spots on them uncovered 
by it. 

SElf they ar j to be kept very long, 
titm th<-- 1m>x <>r barrel in which they 
pre kept once a week to prevent yolks 
from settling on one side.— Ex.
